In Claim 8, line 7, after "criteria", please insert --, the predetermined criteria 
including each one of the plurality of character strings being independent of any 
operations defined by the script--. 
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In claim 8, lines 10-11, please replace "associating, for each one of the plurality 
of character strings, that character string" with -associating each one of the 
plurality of character strings--. 

In Claim 14, line 7, after "criteria", please insert ~, the predetermined criteria 
including each one of the plurality of character strings being independent of any 
operations defined by the script--. 

In Claim 14, lines 11-12, please replace "associating, for each one of the plurality 
of character strings, that character string" with -associating each one of the 
plurality of character strings-. 

In Claim 20, line 5, after "criteria", please insert the predetermined criteria 
including each one of the plurality of character strings being independent of any 
operations defined by the source code-.

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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reasons for allowance is the inclusion of the following limitations in methods and 
an apparatus directed towards forming unidirectional distribution content, 
including a script, and reducing the size of unidirectionally distributed source 
code: 

"scanning the script to detect a plurality of character strings that each 
match a predetermined criteria, the predetermined criteria including each one of 
the plurality of character strings being independent of any operations defined by 
the script; 

searching the script for a given one of the plurality of character strings; 

replacing the given one of the plurality of character strings with the specific 
one of the plurality of substitute characters or character strings that is associated 
with the given one of the plurality of character strings, the specific one of the 
plurality of substitute characters or character strings having fewer characters 
than the given one of the plurality of character strings; 

unidirectionally distributing the content whereby the plurality of character 
strings is not distributed." (from claim 1, similar limitations in claims 8, 14 and 20) 

Support for these limitations can be found on pages 42-43, paragraphs 
[0150H0151], and in Figure 10. This subject matter is not found in the prior art 
and is not obvious in view of the prior art. Also note page 14 of applicant's 
remarks, filed 04/24/2007, which provide further reasons for allowance, 
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particularly in relation to the examiner's amendment (i.e., plurality of character 
strings are not distributed as they correspond to strings that are independent of 
the operations of the script/code). 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no 
later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee.

3. The examiner's amendment above further emphasizes the subject matter 
regarding the distribution of contents without including the original character 
strings that were replaced by substitute strings. Such functionality is made 
possible by scanning the script/code for those characters strings that are 
independent of the operation of the script/source code. 

4. Additionally, the examiner's amendment clarifies some of the claim 
language in relation to the "associating" limitations.
